Pacific coast cities are considered 
the most likely target of attack, the

"W hatever happens, we shan't re­ 
lax our most effective defense, the 
preparation of a major offensive."

R IO D E JA N E IR O M ay 28 (VP)— 
Brazilian airmen have joined in the 
vital warfare against Axis subma­ 
rines in the South Atlantic under 
newly disclosed orders to "shoot on 
sight" and have sunk at least one 
out of three U-boats they attacked 
off the home coasts. 
This was announced officially to­ 
day by the Brazilian air m inistry in 
its first communique of the war. 
The air m inistry communique said 
the action was the result of "attacks 
of submarines 
in 
Brazilian terri­ 
torial waters against our m erchant 
ships " Seven of Brazil's ships have 
been torpedoed and all but one of 
them was sunk 
Brazil had 
to 
send 
her armed 
iorres into action the announcem ent 
said "to saleguard our sovereignty. 
the liberty of our navigation and 
the lives of our undefended sailors."
